A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 11, 1.1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademarlt Office is unnecessary.

The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fonn is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other connments: Discussed the holding of lack of unity, in particular, with regard to 
the non-elected species of bacterial strains. Attorney also asked about the status of newly added claims 85-86. In 
making the lack of unity, it is deemed that the examiner followed PCT Rules and further grouped a second set of 
method claims as well as product by process claims with the elected invention. The claims are restricted to the elected 
genus Stenotrophomonas since there is no allowable generic claim. Since the strains of the Markush group do not 
appear to belong to a recognized class of bacteria and share no special technical feature, holding of lack of unity 
among the strains is proper. See MPEP 1850 D. Markush Practice; PCT Rule 13.2. Currently, claims 54-56, 58-62. 
64-68, 70-71, 79-81 and 83-84 would be alowable if limited to the genus Stenotrophomonas. Claims 53 and 72-78 are 
withdrawn from further consideration. However, since the status of newly added claims 85-86 has not been addressed, 
the letter of May 7, 2003 is hereby vacated and a new Office action/letter clarifying the status of the claims and subject 
matter deemed to be allowable by the examiner will be forthcoming. No further response by Applicants to the letter of 
May 7, 2003 is necessary. 
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
